He’s 
not in the same mould as Murray, as he’s not working with as 
many young players, but he has been putting a successful team on 
to the field for quite a few years now and he’s created atmosphere 
at his club. Often it does a coach a lot of good to step down a 
couple of divisions, after having experienced the various prob- 
lems at the top. Duncan McKay who coached Hellas now has put 
together a mobile young team at Moreland and Cedo Cirkovic who 
was with J.U.S.T. for so long, is making sure at Fawkner that his 
new club avoids the problems he saw at top level. John Gardiner, 
(Ajax), Peter Ollerton (Makedonia), Ray Pocock (Sunshine), 
Jimmy Rooney (Heidelberg) and Pat Bannon (Juventus) look like 
they can become excellent coaches very quickly but most still are 
involved in playing at the moment. Jim Armstrong has had a tre- 
mendous impact on junior coaching at Juventus and in the 
schools. Hugh Murney and John Kennedy also coach in schools. 

SCHWAB: Do you think the Rothmans National 
Coaching Scheme is successful? 

REILLY: In NSW it has been going particularly well, because 
that’s where Eric Worthington spends most of his time. But the 
scheme fails slightly insofar as it concentrates too much on pro- 
ducing coaches for senior club sides. For the best interests of the 
game, the scheme should get more involved with those well- 
meaning junior coaches who put their time and effort into the 
sport but are not necessarily equipped with enough knowledge. 
Once a coach has reached senior level, he shouldn’t spend his 
time on elementary facets of the game. It is his right to believe 
that his players are equipped with the necessary skills and know- 
how. 


SCHWAB: All over the world, the Press moans that 
soccer is losing its entertainment value and that there 
must be a new attitude by presently defensive-minded 
coaches and the clubs that employ tham. Is this possible 
in fight of the fierce competitiveness of the sport? - 

REILLY: It’s really a Catch-22 situation. The game as it exists 
demands results because club administrations cannot escape sup- 
porter pressure. Short-term results are essential to them. 
Coaches only can look at the material they have available and put 
on to the field a team to play a brand of soccer which hopefully 
will achieve results. That, unfortunately, does not always mean 
entertainment. Let’s look at an overseas situation, though. My 
favorite club, Liverpool, had a bad spell at the beginning of the 
season and didn’t really come out of it until about the 14 
but nobody, including supporters, was particularly worried be- 
cause they believed in the club and that everything would come 
right provided that it continued with its inherent policies which 
had been there for 20 years. Even when Liverpool was sixth-bot- 
tom, Anfield was packed. It is when the club is bigger than the 
individua), or the supporters in total, that you will get such pa- 
tience and loyalty. But getting back to the entertainment aspect, 
let’s apply it to the PSL. Here you find so many teams packing 
their midfield with four players. I ask why? I also ask who do you 
pack it against? We simply do not have the midfielders in Aust- 
ralia who can dominate games, so what's the point of them trying 
to counteract each other like that? Play with wingers, go at oppo- 
nents. That would be the most logical and the most entertaining 
way. 

SCHWAB: It's interesting that you mentioned Liver- 
pool’s early-season problems. We have a parallel right 
here — South Melbourme Hellas — but Hollas didn’t 
have the patience of Liverpool. 


REILLY: Because, over the years, Hellas has become accus- 
tomed to success, it can accept nothing less and once again it’s 
been forced into sensationalising to appease its supporters.

SCHWAB: How long should a coach’s tenure be? 
REILLY: | often have said that coaches here are the sacrificial 
lambs. They are the ones who always are blamed for bad results 
— nobody else. And when a club starts going bad, the first to 
complain are the players. They start making excuses, they slip 
into the frightened rats syndrome, covering their tracks any way © 
they can. Because the administration is not strong enough to — 
stand up to their manipulation, the coach is the first to go. The 
VFL and English and European soccer demonstrate that it is pos- 
sible to give coaches extended tenure. 
SCHWAE: What are your views on junior soccer? 


REILLY: At the moment we have well-meaning coaches who 
give up their time for no reward. I would try as hard as possible to 
get good junior coaches, qualified ones, players at the end of their 
careers who have studied the game — not necessarily formally as 
one of the greatest coaches, Bill Shankly, never did a coaching 
course. I would want people who are vitally involved and who 
have picked the brains of the experts they’ve been under. I, for 
example, feel deeply indebted to Rale Rasic, Jim Shoulder and 
Len McKendry not only for the honor of playing under them but 
for the manner in which they freely passed on their knowledge. 

SCHWAE: As a guide to those many well-meaning _ 
amateurs, how should they go about coaching a junior 4 
team? 


REILLY: Juniors first and foremost must learn and develop 
the skills of the game — and these must be practiced. Coaches 
should send the kids out on the park specifically to demonstrate 
the skills they are learning at training and they must not be deni- jaa 
grated if those skills don’t come off. The emphasis never should 
be only on the result of the game. Later, in the 12-15 age group, __ 
they can get more deeply into team work and it goes without 

« saying that a group of boys with the necessary skill will knit to- 
gether more easily as a team. By the time they reach 15, you start 
instilling into them the pride involved in being part of a club situ- 
ation. oe 

SCHWAB: Many junior coaches, with a squad of say, * 

20, will pick their best 11 and use them, while the others * 

are left out in the cold, with little to do apart from train- 
ing. 

REILLY: There’s nothing worse for a kid to have to practice 
two or three nights a week and not get the opportunity to show his 
Skills and brush them up in a match. Every boy, regardless of 
talent or Jack of it, should be given a minimum number of 
matches each year. 

SCHWAB: Should junior coaches concentrate as heav- 
ily on positional play? 

REILLY: You shouldn't start too early. You should get as 
much versatility out of a player as you possibly can, which means 
you have to let him play in every position on the field — including 
goalkeeper. Eventually you reach the age when one skill or anoth- ; 
er makes you more suitable to a particular position, and that’s the 
time to specialise. ‘ 

SCHWAB: Aren’t you appalled about how junior a4 
players are treated from the sidelines? ne 

REILLY: The most important thing is that kids should enjoy 
their game. One of the greatest problems in sport is trying to 
motivate players at the highest level. They start playing the game 
out of choice, they come 10 like it, they grow to love it, they devel- 
op the right skills and attitude to get compensation from the sport 
but then, at the pinnacle, clubs suddenly find it necessary to bring 
in all sorts of experts to motivate and psyche up players because

‘REILLY: It always has been my unshakable belief that Hellas 
can and should be the greatest club in this country. I never can 
forget the day I was sacked by the club which, at the time, backed 
the then coach, Dave McLaren 100% after McLaren had said I 
was too old. Mind you, I had become ‘“‘too old’’ overnight, very 
suddenly, even though I'd been No. 1 ae aoe for the past 
seven weeks and in five of those games I had been the best player 
in the side, according to the polls. It seemed very strange to me. 
It also showed a grave weakness in the club for two weeks later, 
McLaren himself was forced out. 


SCHWAB: In view of all that turbulence, what would 
be your advice to the Hellas administration-? 

REILLY: I have a great deal of respect for the club’s presi- 
dent, Sam Papasavas, both as an administrator and as a man but 
Sam must realise that the future of the game cannot be served by 
short-term sensationalism. There must be far greater depth and 
that can be achieved only through long-term planning.

One guy who has taken more criticism 
than anyone is Sydney City’s John Kosmina, who would be one of 
the best Australia has produced — and he’s proving it now that he 
has David Mitchell alongside him to take some of the pressure 
off. Charlie Yankos of Heidelberg has the potential to be the best 
defender Australia has produced, and Jeff Olver of Heidelberg, 
only 21, has everything he needs to be a better goalkeeper than 
Yakka Banovic ever was. Jimmy Campbell of Heidelberg has ma- 
tured to such an extent that he could play in any league in the 
world, and I also like Sergio Melta of Adelaide City. Marshal! 
Soper of APIA, for a boy in his first full year in the PSL, continues 
to battle as if his life depended on it and despite the many goals he 
has scored, success has not swollen his head at all. Three of the 
Heidelberg players came out of the game against APIA really 
knowing they’d been in it, just because of Soper. George Christ- 
opoulos of Canberra almost wasted a whole year during which he 
should. have been learning more than ever. But he is the nearest 
I've seen to a Duncan Edwards-type midfielder. He's stronger on 
the ground and in the air, he has two good feet and for a young 
man he has good knowledge of the game. 


Tony Brennan, also of Canberra, may be a bit inconsistent but 
when he’s firing, he’s got it all. Talk about inconsistency, though, 
and I must Say it’s a big problem for all teams. If this were horse- 
racing, half the teams in the league would be swabbed every other 
week. In the lower leagues, { must mention Dave Brogan of Mel- 
bourne Croatia. We can also throw in guys like Tony Schipano 
(Fawkner), Ossie Latif (Croatia) and Peter Constantinou (More- 
land), as well as a host of other hopefuls with the skill, the ability, 
and a growing name in the game. However, at the moment, you'll 
get two good games from them in four weeks. It comes down to a 
matter of experience, but more important, attitude. 


SCHWAB: If the PSL teams are inconsistent, how is 
the genera! standard of play compared with that of pre- 
vious years? 

REILLY: The general standard has fallen away a bit. The top 
sides are alittle inferior than previously and as I see it, there is a 
direct correlation between that and a shortage of new blood in the 
league. There are too many comfortable players. You'd have to 
be brave to predict who will win the league. Heidelberg still is my 
choice, though. I don’t think that in the second half of the season 
we’ll lose the stupid points we lost in the first half. Heidelberg has 
beaten every team above us, except Olympic but it’s been abys- 
mal performances against inferior teams that cost us dearly. 


SCHWAB: If you were to coach a PSL side what 
would be your approach to the job? 

REILLY: I wouldn’t be interested at all in getting involved 
only in coaching. It would have to go hand in hand with adminis- 
tration. Certainly I would coach the team but I also would be very 
much involved in how the club approaches its priorities. We must 
look not only to this week and next, but to the next two, five and 
even 10 years. We have to look at ways of producing young players 
who will be PSL material. What is involved is a lot of planning, 
most probably a few reversals on the way. It would be a matter of 
believing that the plan set down can and will be successful. 


SCHWAB: You were player-coach of Heidelberg in 
1976 — in fact you brought Gary Cole to the club. What 
did that year of coaching teach you? 

REILLY: It taught me much about the loyalty — in inverted 
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Victoria's Socceroo contingent in the 1974 World Cup finals, 
from left: Jack Reilly, Jimmy Milisavijevic, Jimmy Mackay, 
Peter Ollerton, Branko Buljevic and national team manager John S 
Barclay.

When can too 
many good players in 
a club pose as many 
problems as when 
there are too few? 


The answer is when it is 
South Melbourne Hellas. 


Although there obviously 
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aon Nee other actors — 
ing a part in the decline of 
Hellas this season, one of them 
was the difficult selection 
problems faced by coach John 
Margaritis because of the 
availability of so many play- 
ers. 


Margaritis was not able to 
find the proper team balance 
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into which to fit these talented 
players. 

Typical was the need some- 
how to find a place in the team 
for latecomer Steve Blair. 

It is possible, with hindsight, 
for Margaritis to say to him- 
self that he should have been 
more ruthless and allowed 
Blair to be understudy to 
David Jones, until such times 
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as Toner, form. caused him to 
be dropped — which might not 
have been this season. 

I rate Jones every bit as 
good as Steve Blair. 

They are both excellent 
players but their styles are too 
similar to play in the centre of 
the defence together. 

Each of them needs a cov- 
ering defender. 

That being the case and with 
Jones the man in possession, 
because Blair had sought to 
try out overseas, Jones possi- 
bly should have kept the stop- 
per position. 

Of course that is easy to say 
from a distance. 

It does not take into account 
the enormous pressure put to 
bear on coach Margaritis just 
having Blair sitting idle. 


The pressure is actual and 
imagined — actual from 
spectators, committee and the 
Press, imagined by the coach 
who sometimes can increase it 
by pondering at length on the 
problem. 

This pressure grows with 
each loss. 

After a loss there is a ten- 
dency to seek change. 


So it was with Blair, first, 
brought into the unaccustomed 
Position of full back, then in at 
centre back then, fully dis- 
placing a despondent David 
Jones. 

This and other changes 
within what continued to be a 
losing team, obviously began 
to sap the confidence of even 
the most stable and hardened 
professionals like John Steven- 
son and captain Alun Evans. 


However, there is an ama- 
zing amount of circumstances 
which produced this situation. 

It cannot be all heaped onto 
coach Margaritis. 

He did not suddenly lose all 
sense of direction or purpose. 

He still has the same ability 
with which he took the team 
into second place last year. 

He could not have forecast 
the fiasco that turned out to be 


Grant Turner and Sieve Wood: 
din, players who on the face of 
it would make the difference 
this year in winning the title. 


The integration of new 
players into a team takes 
time. It also causes dis- 
satisfaction among those who 
are displaced. 

In the case of Jones, Turner 
and Wooddin the result 
weighed much more toward 
dissatisfaction than toward 
ultimate benefit. 

The greatest lesson to come 
out of all this for the Hellas 
management is to look at the 
example of Sydney City which 
I have instanced before as a 
rich club which buys only the 
best and only when it needs it. 


In recent weeks, when City 
struggled with injuries, it used 
the depth in its squad to keep it 
afloat in the title race. It did 
not panic and go after short- 
term buys who would pose 
problems later. 

Sure it bought David Mit- 
chell to replace injured Ken 
Boden, but it had been angling 
for Mitchell for some time. 

He can help City win the 
title again this year- 

The reason he signed for 
Sydney City I am sure is be- 
cause he wants to win some- 
thing in Australia and that he 
chose Sydney City despite the 
attractions of other clubs is 
rather significant. 

South Melbourne Hellas, 
like its cousin in Sydney, 
Sydney Olympic, has the great 
good fortune of having thou- 
sands of soccer-loving Greek 
supporters willing them to a 
championship. 

The Hellas management 
has, at the same time, to cope 
with the very volatile nature of 
these supporters, a nature that 
runs hot then cold, from high 
optimism to deep pessimism, 
often depending on the result 
of one game. 

The management people 


- themselves, of course are sub- 


ject to the same volatile Greek 
temperament 


This temperament is re- 
flected in the wide-ranging 
results in the Philips League of 
the Greek-supported clubs, 
South Melbourne, West Adel- 
aide and Sydney Olympic. 

All of them have swung 
wildly from one end of the 
championship table to the 
other. 

All of them have been in a 
position which justified relega- 
tion, while all of them have 
been contenders for a league 
title with West Adelaide even 
accomplishing that feat. 

Which brings one to con- 
clude that perhaps a modi- 
fication to the Greek tempera- 
ment, at least at committee 
level, is just as desirable as 
new talent in the playing and 
coaching area for these Greek 
supported clubs to achieve the 
stability they need if they hope 
to match the achievements of 
Sydney City.

The narrow margin be- 
tween teams in the Philips 
League was outlined in the 
recent game between St 
George and Brisbane City 
at St George Stadium. 


The commitment, aggres- 
sion and skill shown by City, 
especially in the second half, 
belied its position at the 
bottom of the table.

The complete professional 
player, he puts enormous pres- 
sure onto young St George stri- 
ker Robbie Slater, trying 
physically to intimidate and 
dominate him. 

Neither was he content to sit 
back and be passive at sweep- 
er. 

He made continual breaks 
into the midfield to hit search- 
ing balls forward to his front 
players. 

He oozed ‘“‘presence’’ with 
his authority and skill and his 
mental alertness. 

Hermiston has a very able 
ally in the centre of the 
defence in Liddell, a tall com- 
manding player who is very 
good in the air. 

Liddell won most of the 
heading duels with Wilkinson, 
the tall St George striker. 

No doubt Saftich will be 
looking to this duo to tighten 
his leaky defence which has 
conceded so many goals, espe- 
cially away from home. 

The Brisbane City players 
must be terrible travellers. 

Their goalscoring record 
away from home is 21 goals 
against and only one for as at 
May 25. 

This is abysmal. 


It is possible that new trav- 
elling arrangements will need 
to be made to change this. 


A couple of new players, es- 
pecially a striker, may be all 
that City needs to make the 
difference between winning 
and losing. 

On the evidence of the game 
against St George in Sydney, 
Brisbane City is ready to start 
picking up more than travel 
sickness on its jaunts south. 





At last there is a little bit 
of feedback on the worries 
and fears many of us have 
about the directions in 
which soccer is going — 
or not going — in Austra- 


I refer, of course, to Mike 
Johnson's comments in last 
week’s ‘Soccer Action’, where 
he disagrees with my concern 
at the lack of ‘‘personalities”’ 
in our game, yet para- 
doxically, indicates agreement 
on the need for more and 
better promotion of star play- 
ers. 

A careful reading of Mike's 
comments leads me to the sus- 
picion that he mixes up talent 
with star value. 

don’t. 

Another of my ‘Soccer Ac- 
tion’ colleagues, Gary Cole 
who is one of several players 
mentioned by Mike, is a grand 
striker, brimful of talent and, 
yes, he did score seven goals in 
a World Cup match. 

But he is not a star in the 
eountreen sporting context. 

This is not the fault of Cole, 
po may well have all the at- 
' tributes, such as ability, at- 


tractive looks, an articulate 


way of expressing his 
thoughts, and so on. 

The fault lies with soccer’s 
administration, the officials 
who are more interested in the 
number of times they are 
quoted in the media, than the 
number of spectators who sit 
on the terraces. 

The officials who cannot — 
or will not — see the need for 
proper merchandising and 
packaging of their product. 

And the players, whe — with 
a few possible and almost in- 
visible exceptions — do not 
seem to have the initiative and 
good old-fashioned get-up-and- 
go which could see them eng- 
aging professional advice. 

Professional advice which, 
incidentally, could maximise 
their income during the relat- 


ively few years they spend at 
the top of the soccer heap. 

There are such organisa- 
tions and reputable ones at 
that. 

On the question of promo- 
tion one must also qualify the 
current belief that maximised 
television exposure is the 
secret of success. 

It is just one ingredient of a 
whole. 

Unless the “product”? for 
cameras is the right one in the 
right package, it will be in- 
effectual at best and harmful 
at worst. 

Neither do I subscribe to the 
view that exposure in the 
media depends almost ex- 
clusively on money. 

If the package is wrapped up 
in a way which is attractive to 
the media then publicity, 
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Anonymous ‘stars’, laundry economy 


newspaper space and air time 
follows almost inevitably. This 
can be attained only with the 
help of professional advice, ex- 
pertise and research. 

We have had a few suc- 
cesses in this very specialised 
area, by men such as David 
Childs of Sydney City, who was 
the club's secretary until re- 
cently. 

Significantly, David has now 
left the game for other areas 
of marketing, mainly out of 
sheer frustration at the 
amateurism and official self- 
aggrandisement rampant 
around him, 

For success to materialse 
we must get beyond con- 
vincing ourselves that Mark 
Koussas, Branko Buljevic and 
Doug Brown are stars. 

Their real or claimed poten- 
tial must be assessed by 
experts in public relations, 
marketing, advertising and 
promotional work. 

Their assessment must be 
followed up with a detailed 
plan of action, which contains 
both short and long term goals. 

Last, but not least, there 
must be financial incentive for 
the players involved in such 
schemes, either on an individ- 
ual basis, as part of the pool at 
the disposal of a players’ asso- 
ciation often mooted but never 
launched — or as a mixture of 


both. 

Until that happy state of 
affairs dawns upon us, just try 
a small test occasionally. 

Ask the average kids in the 
streets of Sydney, Melbourne 
or the other cities of Australia 
what they know about Doug 
Brown or George Campbell. 

The finding of such a poll, if 
properly conducted, would be 


- an eye-opener for our soccer 





administrators. 

Except that too many of 
them have blinkers as part of 
their permanent attire.

Hallelujah, they’ve seen the 
light! 

Congratulations are due to 
the PSL management, which 
has finally convened a meeting 
of the secretaries of member 
clubs. 

A long overdue move, which 
can only help in improving 
communication and the ad- 
ministration of the league. 

May there be many more 
such initiatives — soon!

It seems that one of the 
most progressive, if not widely 
trumpeted, innovations of the 
PSL has been scratched. 

In seasons past, players 
were allocated permanent 
numbers by their clubs, ensur- 
ing that programs and publish- 
ed lineups were accurate and 
the budding stars were easily 
identifiable. 

This has gone by the waysl- 
de, at least among the clubs 
publishing the joint Sydney 
program booklet. 

And the reason for this back- 
ward step?

Eleven days later, the West 
German squad flies to Spain as 
Europe’s outstanding chal- 
lenger to Latin supremacy, 
bidding to recapture the 


trophy it won in 1974 under the © 


rule of Franz the Kaiser (em- 
peror). 

A year ago Beckenbauer, 
back in West Germany after 
three lucrative years with the 
New York Cosmos, was hotly 
tipped for a return to the 
national team. 

The man who first earned 
international acclaim as a 20- 
year-old in the 1966 World Cup 
in England looked set to re- 
ceive his final homage in the 
1982 series in Spain. 

But injury ravaged his last 
season — a groin strain in Au- 
gust, a torn achilles tendon in 
October, a thigh strain in 
January and a lacerated 
kidney in March meant he 


layed only a handful of games 
n Hamburg’s Bundesliga 
title year. 


Beckenbauer’s many wor- 
shippers had maybe doubted 
it, but the man was only 
human after all and, at 36, vol- 
nerable to the toll of the pass- 
ing years. 

There was speculation he 
would return for the UEFA 
Cup final against Gothenburg 
in Hamburg two weeks ago, 
but he remained on the sub- 
stitutes’ bench as his team- 
mates caved in against the un- 
favoured Swedes. 

The UEFA Cup was one 
of the few trophies to elude 
him. He led Bayern Munich to 
three successive European 
Cup triumphs, won a European 
Cup Winners’ Cup medal and a 
hatful of domestic league and 
cup medals. 

He was twice European 
Footballer of the Year, ca- 
ptained West Germany to vic- 
tory in the 1972 European 
championship and went on to 
win the U.S. championship and 
Footballer of the Year awards. 

The World Cup final triumph 
in Munich was the pinnacle 
for the postman’s son who had 
been destined for the life of an 
insurance salesman until he 
signed for Bayern at 18. 

“The 1974 World Cup win 
outshines all the rest because 
there is no higher peak you can 
reach In football. But I don’t 
look back on the tournament 
with particular pleasure be- 
cause expectations burdened 
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the team like hundredweights 
and everything was knotted 
up,’”” he said in a recent inter- 
view. 

Johan Cruyff, who captained 
the Netherlands in the 1974 
final, said Beckenbauer had 
given West German football an 
image. “Franz Beckenbauer 
is for me the greatest player in 
football history,"’ he said. 

West German coach Hennes 
Weisweiler, Beckenbauer’s 
boss with the New York 
Cosmos, rates him second only 
to Brazilian star Pele and says 
those two players and Cruyff 
alone stamped international 
football in the past 20 years. 

Dettmar Cramer, his coach 
at Bayern, reckons Becken- 
bauer would have been great 
in any sport. “If someone had 
stuck a racket in his hand 
early enough he would have 
won Wimbledon too,’’ he told 
the West German sports 
agency S.I.D. 

European Footballer of the 
Year Karl-Heinz Rummenig- 
ge, who hopes to be the next 
West German captain to win 
the World Cup, said Becken- 
bauer had made soccer social- 
ly acceptable. “‘Before that 
people imagined footballers 
were people with no brains.” 

Beckenbauer amassed a 
record 163 internationals for 
Germany. Scarcely breaking 
sweat, he would emerge from 
the game with his shirt looking 
as neatly laundered as when he 
put it on before the game. The 
most notable exception was 
the epic 1970 World Cup semi- 
final battle against Italy in 
Mexico when he finished the 
match in extra time with his 
arm in a sling. 

The only thing that seems to 
have upset him was the charge 
that he was arrogant, an as- 
sumption that his coolness on 
the pitch meant he was remote 
and conceited. There are no 
regrets. ‘‘I think I did every- 
thing right in my career,”’ he 
said. 


Beckenbauver wil] be in 
Spain for the World Cup, start- 
ing a new career as a journa- 
list for a West German mass 
circulation daily (“Bild’). He 
will live in Switzerland and 
also work for the U.S. Warner 
concern and his charity for the 
handicapped. 

He also plans to earn a 
coaching diploma, opening the 
door to a return to the game. 
“I'll never get away from foot- 
ball completely,”’ he said.

Now all three have been re- 
built, their organisation and 
coaching staff revamped so 
successfully that they are very 
legitimate title hopefuls. 

You may add to that list, if 
you wish, Leichardt which did 
not even compete in the PSL 
until 1979 — and now heads the 
table.

All these clubs have gone 
through purgatory, starting 
with a string of poor results, 
domestic upheavals, erratic 
management and unstable 
coaching appointments. 

Clearly, they have learned 
their lessons. Equally clearl!;, 
Olympic and St. George have 
proved that relegation from 
the PSL is far from being the 
devastating punishment many 
of us had thought. , 

Indeed, it is a perfect oppor- 
tunity for stock-taking, soul- 
searching and regrouping. 






If a club is fundamentally 
healthy and ambitious, it can 
and will bounce back into 
national pre-eminence. If it 
isn't — let’s recall here Moo- 
roolbark and Western Suburbs 
— it will vanish.

be — I think the PSL-ASF ex- 
ecutives ought te e their 
notions about the “‘untouchab- 
le’? nature of teams from 
cities which have one or two 
PSL teams only. 

So far the unwritten yet 
firmly held policy, has been 
not even to seriously consider 
relegating a team, say, from 
Adelaide or Brisbane ‘‘be- 
cause they must have two 
representatives.” 

Why must they? Let’s be 
honest about it: Adelaide City 
fans hardly ever watch West 
Adelaide’s home games; when 
City plays interstate, their

supporters stay home, fix up 
the garden, clean the pistons 
on their cars or engage in 
other peaceful pursuits unre- 
lated to soccer. 

The same for other teams in 
those cities. 

It’s a much more delicate 
question as to what should be 
done to teams like Canberra, 
Newcastle and Wollongong, 
should they he relegation 
candidates. 

Nevertheless, I really be- 
lieve that even these clubs 
would benefit from a season or 
two out of the PSL, if it came 
to pass. 

It’s infinitely easier to 
reorganise a club without the 
constant weekly pressure of 
competition when swift, often 
ad hoc decisions have to be 
taken to halt a slide. 


The example of St. George 
and Olympic proves that the 
traditionalists have a darned 
good case! Promotion and re- 
legation is the lifeblood of any 
football competition. 

You remove that and, al- 
most inevitably, you build 
seeds of stagnation into a lea- 


gue. 

I would like to think that the 
ASF will bear all this in mind 
when they naively and rather 
piously argue that certain PSL 
teams are ‘untouchables.’ 

By over-protecting poorly 
organised clubs, the ASF is not 
doing them any favor at all; it 


.merely condones their in- 


efficiency.

and Mitcham, before joining 
Moreland last November. 

He’s played against the 
great Real Madrid in front of 
80,000 at Celtic’s home ground, 
Parkhead, in Glasgow, Celtic 
Jost 3-2 in that friendly but the 
fans didn’t care. They stayed 
on the terraces after the 
match chanting and applau- 
ding a tremendous spectacle. 
The referee went into the 
Celtic dressing room and 
asked the players to come out 
onto the park and do a lap of 
honor. The players obliged. 
The fans were delirious. 

Duncan McKay's no dump- 
ling. Not only has be been 
there and done it all but he also 
revolutionised fullback play in 
Scotland. 

“Jim McGrory was the 
Manager at Celtic when I 
broke into the first team in 
1959. He wanted his fullbacks 
to play the long bali and Keep it 
safe. If you played a one-two 
just outside your own area 
McGrory would have a heart 
attack, _ 

“‘But I liked playing foot- 
ball, even at the back. And I 
had a natural instinct to go for- 
ward. When I joined Celtic it 
was aS a midfielder. Jock 
Stein coached Celtic’s re- 
serves in those days and he 
was the man who played me at 
right back. 

“My first senior game was 
against Clyde at Shawfield. I 
was up against Tommy Ring, a 
Scottish international left 
winger. I'm not the type of guy 
though who gets excited about 
these things. I never got fluste- 
red. I just always used to look 
forward to my game. Anyway 
that day the papers voted me 
the best fullback on the park 
which was a great thing for 
me. 

“The Press can make or 
break you. If you play really 
well then there's not much the 
Press can do but most players 
hit a bad patch and that’s when 
the Press can make or break 
your career. 

“T was lucky. I always had 
the fans and the Press behind 
me. I suppose they liked my 
style. Soccer in Scotland in 
those days still was kick and 
rush stuff so it was novel to 
have a fullback who liked to 
attack and also was prepared 
to try to knock the ball about 
at the back.”’ 

The young McKay made his 
debut for Celtic and Scotland 
in the same year. He lined up 
at right for Scotland's 1-0 
defeat by the auld enemy at 
Wembley. 

South Melbourne Hellas 
coach Tommy Docherty was 
right half that day. He was 
with Arsenal at the time. 

“Tommy took me out after 
the match. I was a young bloke 
then and we went to a night- 
club for a few drinks and to 
meet these girls. To tell the 
truth [’m not too sure where I 
ended up that night,’ said 
McKay. 

“Scotland, in the early 
sixties had, man for man, as 
good a side as any country in 
the world. There was Dennis 
Law, Ian StJohn and Jim 
Baxter — players with great 
skill and flair. 

“Somehow, though Scotland 
just never put it together. 

“When I saw Hungary play- 
ing in the 1954 World Cup I was 
so impressed and excited by 
their style of play that I made 
up my mind to try to play a 
similar style of soccer. 

“T love the possession game 
to this very day, provided that 
when the chances present 
themselves to get forward you 
take them. 

“Tl once watched a couple of 
Brazilian league games where 
the teams went up, back,

“‘I must say though that if 
one good long pass can take 
five opposing players out of 
the game while maintaining 
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Ajax, Victoria, Azzuri Perth © 
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ball then it’s better than five 
short passes which achieve the 
same result.” 


MeKay’s international 
career ended in 1863 and two 
years later he was transfer- 
listed by Celtic. He had 
captained the club for many 
years but Billy McNeil too 
over as captain in 1965. In May 
of that year, after meeting and 
agreeing to terms with Essen- 
don Croatia manager Frank 
Burin in Glasgow, McKay ar- 
rived in Australia. 


He was player-coach of 
Croatia for a year and a half, 
then reverted back to being 
solely a player. 

“There are many players 
who come out and pick up bad 
habits. They think that it’s all 
too easy to play here. That’s 
not the case. Once your physic- 


al condition deteriorates. so 


does your mental approach 
and so does your game. I en- 
joyed training hard and 1 made 
sure when I came here that I 
wouldn’t get slack in my ap- 
proach to the game.”’ 

McKay stopped playing in 
1969. He concentrated on his 
job as assistant manager with 
a medical supplies firm until 
Croatia Cincinatti contacted 
Essendon Croatia and wanted 
to buy McKay. Soccer in the 
States was starting to boom 
but Essendon Croatia asked 
for too much for the former 
Scottish international. The 
deal fell through. In 1972 
McKay returned to Scotland. 

He coached a Scottish junior 
team and knocked back offers 
to manage Highland League 
club Rothes and Athlone in the 
Irish League before deciding 
to return here and take over 
the reins at Azzuri Perth. 


It was ‘‘Soccer Action” cor- 
respondent Jim Cook who 
wrote to McKay in Scotland 
telling him of Azzuri’s offer. 

During McKay's two years 
with Azzuri the club won suc- 
cessive championships and the 
Ampo! Cup.

on his bike pedalling west. He 
returned with McKay in tow. 

That was halfway through 
the 1976 season Essendon 
Croatia was languishing near 
the bottom of the State League 
when McKay came but rallied 
to finish midway up the table. 

“I had a great side in 1977. 
Alan Kerr and George McMil- 
lan had virtually come across 
here with me from Perth and 
we signed John Gardiner and 
Tommy Cumming. Brian Da-, 
vidson just turned up at train- 
ing one night and asked to join 
in. What a find! 

“We had gone 10 games 
without defeat before the start 
of the season and we were 
playing our last practice 
match against Preston Make- 
donia. At half time our presi- 
dent Joe Sigur, came into the 
dressing room and he wanted 
me to give two new Polish 
players a try in the second 
half. Now, when I coach a 
side that’s exactly how it is. I 
coach them. I pick the team. 

“JT told Joe that I was in 
charge and I'd decide what re- 
placements were to be made 
at half time. Joe didn’t take 
kindly to that and sacked me. 

“It's a pity because as | said 
before we really had a great 
side. No disrespect to John 
Gardiner who replaced me, 
but Mickey Mouse could have 
selected the team and it still 
would have won. 

“It's easy to coach a good 
team. Coaching a bad side is a 
different matter altogether. 
Then you've got a real chal- 
lenge on your hands. 

“Green Gully Ajax just had 
got into State League and I 
joined them. I signed John 
Cain and Steve Bennie from 
Slavia but we were crucified 
by Bennie breaking his leg, 
Willie Vassallo getting injured 
and the suspension of Dave 
Perkin. The club didn't have 
much money and really was 
battling. It also was a battle 
for me to travel from Black- 
burn to Green Gully for train- 
ing. I found myself in the posi- 
tion of having to give the nob 
away.”

McKay was chosen by the 
VSF to take over as state 
coach. He’s the only state 
coach in Victorian soccer his- 
tory who can boast a 100 per- 
cent record — one game, one 
victory. That was against Scot- 
tish tourist Dundee. Victoria 
won 2-1 with goals from Pre- 
ston Makedonia midfielder 
Bill McClymont and an own 
goal by a Dundee defender. 

McKay was succeeded by 
Len McKendry. 

“McKendry wanted the job 
and the VSF said okay. I think 
the federation wanted their 
Director of Coaching to take 
over as State coach too in 
those days. 

‘‘Anyway Leo Anezakis at 
South Melbourne Hellas got in 
touch with me. Hellas was sit- 
ting on the bottom of the 
league at the time and wanted 
to replace Dave Maclaren. 
Half the players were full full- 
time, the rest were part-time. 
I hardly could believe it. 
Morale couldn't possibly have 
been lower. 

“My stay there lasted nine 
games: before John Margaritis 
took over. We lost five games, 
drew one and won three. Hon- 
estly, the games we lost were 
a steal. We should have at 
least grabbed a point in them. 

“Some people slam the sup- 
porters at Hellas but during a 
short spell there they didn’t 
give me any troubles. I’ve got 
to give them credit for getting 
behind the players during hard 
times. 

“The trouble though at 
Hellas isn’t with the coach, the 
players or the supporters, It’s 
the committee. They won't 
allow a coach to dictate terms, 
to settle things down among 
the players and to decide upon 
a style of play. They want im- 
mediate success. Their answer 
to a couple of losses is to spend 
$40,000 and buy a player. 

“That sort of policy hasn’t 
brought them any success in 
the PSL. The committee has to 
learn that every side goes 
through a bad spell. You don’t 
panic. You get behind the 
coach and the players and give 
them time to work things out. 

“The Moreland job came up 
and I took it in November of 
last year. Again it was a chal- 
lenge because the club didn’t 
have much money and was re- 
lying upon a lot of youngsters. 

“There certainly is a fine 
crop of young talent at More- 
land. 


“We're playing well against 
good sides as shown by our 3-1 
over Frankston Pines and our 
unlucky 3-2 loss to Fawkner. 
But we play poorly against the 
poorer teams. I think our atti- 
tude needs to be improved. 

What of the future? Are we 
likely to see Duncan McKay at 
the helm of a PSL or State 
League club soon? Or even 
back as State coach? 

“To be honest I’d love to 
coach Victoria again, What 
coach wouldn't?

Rummenigge had missed his chances, Breitner had 
been unable to stamp his usual authority on the game, 
McNaught and Evans had been unrelenting at the rear 
and now, with just over 20 minutes to play, we knew that 
one mistake or one flash of brilliance would win this Eu- 
ropean Cup final. 

What we got was a combination of the two. 

Wolfgang Dremmier, the Bayern right back, had been 
given a hard enough time by Tony Morely who had been 
hugging the line, giving Aston Villa the type of depth 
Bayern was able to achieve only after the appearance of 
Guettler as a substitute. Now Dremmler faced not Mor- 
ley, but the midfielders, Gordon Cowans. 

Cowans went this way, then that, leaving Dremmier in 
his wake. Morley, abandoned by Dremmler who was 
caught between two men, was waiting for Cowans’ pass 
and hoisted the weight of the world — or at least Engiand 
— onto his shoulders when he got it. 

Hans Weiner, the centre back, alone now with hen- 
chman Augenthaler nowhere in sight, was left for the 
final showdown. If he lost it, his only hope was that goal- 
keeper Mueller would cut out the square ball, as Morley 
was at a tight angle, coming in. Just as Cowans had done 
to Dremmier, so Morley did to Weiner, twisting him out 
of commission to get a clear look at the goal. Peter Withe 

was coming in alone, and joy of joys, Mueller was not at 
the near post. 

Morley did what he had to. His pass found Withe but he, 
for a split second, balanced on the razor’s edge between 
glory and disgrace. The unchallenged first-time shot 
which should have ripped the net, hit the post instead. It 
bounced in, though, and Aston Villa had hit the lead. 

Few at the stadium, partly empty because the game 
was televised live, had expected this. 

Bayern has a much more awesome reputation on the 
continent than Aston Villa has even after this win. 

Having won the Cup three times, Bayern appeared to 
have the talent to do so again, despite the dominance of 
Liverpool and Nottingham Forest in this competition 
since 1977. 

Bayern’s early attacks reinforced that view in all but 
the enthusiastic Aston Villa supporters who had swarmed 
menacingly across the Channel. 

And when goalkeeper Jimmy Rimmer had to come off 
after 10 minutes due to a neck injury, all seemed in read- 
iness for Rummenigge —1 and Hoeness to win this thing, to 
get it over and done with. 

Rummenigge certainly gave Villa’s defence a few 
close shaves. So close did he come to scoring — not once, 
but twice — in the first half, that McNaught and espe- 
cially Evans, had to strengthen their resolve. In that re- 
gard, perhaps Rummenigge’s early flashes worked 
against him in the long run, for Evans clung to him like 
a leech in the second half. 

As had been expected, Bayern set the rhythm of the 
game after half time. Augenthaler exploded through the 
middle like some Sampson, Duernberger was busy and 
cagey in midfield and Udo Horsmann came up the left as 
often as he could. 

Sure, Cowans and Morley were over active as well, and 
Williams was doing his bit on the left, just like Horsmann 
was, but Aston Villa’s flurries were erratic. It had to be 
that way, because it is the philosophy of Bayern not to 
part with possession if it possibly can help it. 

In the end however, Bayern fell victim of its own tried- 
and-true success formula. This time however, the re- 
liance on the long ball to Rummenigge, indeed every ball 
to Rummenigge, was not sufficient to win the final.

The Brazilians 
trained at the ‘institute and 
young Angele joined in the ses- 
sions. 

Brazilian team doctor Ar- 
naldo Santhiago Lopes was 
very impressed with the local 
lad and arranged for Angele to 
train with Brazilian First Divi- 


sion giant Fluminese. 


However, Italy was the first 
stop on his overseas agenda. 
He left Australia last Novem- 
ber and joined Lazio. 


Angele played two friendly 
games with Lazio at its train- 
ing ground, Flaminio Stadium, 
nichnamed ‘the little Maraca- 
na’’. The huge stadium was 
built by Mussolini and Lazio is 
trying to make the Flaminio 
its permanent home. 


Lazio coach Roberto 
Clagluna wanted Angele to 
stay in Italy. Clagluna sugges- 
ted that the youngster play 
with a Third Division club for 
a year then return to Lazio the 
following season. Angele 
though wasn’t going to miss 
out on the chance to train with 
Fluminese. 

He left for Brazil in March 
this year. 

“Brazilian soccer is the best
